I was imyreſſed, of courſe, with the ſtrongeſt apprehen- 
ſions of danger to myſelf and the people. I was ſen- 
fible of being ſtill under the power of one, who had 
the night before ſnewn an intention to murder me; and 


appropriate the veſſel and cargo to his on ſiniſter pur- 
poſes,” if he could have carried his-deſign" into execu- 
tion: and who, as I maſt conclude, both from his deſþe- 


rate cireuinſtances, and the expreſſion of his ſentiments,” f 


| would, if driven to extremities, reſume” his 


plan. I, therefore, thought it would be moſt prudent, 


as well for the intereſt uf my employers, as the ſafety 


of my own and my officers lives, to acquieſce ; and 


ſubmit to plot the ſhip to» Bencoolen : eſpecially as it 


was à ſettlement belonging to the Company, where I 


| might hope for protection and juſtice. But it was the di- 
rectiom of the navigation of the veſſel, only, which Capt. | 
; 'Des Plans reſtored to me. He aſſumed an abſolute au- 

thority in all other matters: and to carry on his deſign, 
of giving the appearance of diſtreſs to the ſtate of the 
Seapoys, his firſt orders were, that nothing whatever 
ſhould be done towards putting the ſhip to rights; and 

Clearing away the lumber, and nuiſances, which ate

_ Iſland; and ſteered for Bencoolen. But after ſome . 
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lans's letter, Which intimated menaces of violence to

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on my veſſel fo evident, that any commander of 2 tip 
might act ſafely as the law of nations authorize, in re- 
ſtoring me even by force to the poſſeſſion of the ſhip, - 
and ſecuring the criminals, I privately deſired my mate 
to make a ſignal to a Dutch veſſel, which came in ſight# 


and to fire a gun. But Capt. Des Plans, who was ſuſpi- 


ciousof every thing, prevented the gun's being fired: and 
the ſignal, conſequently, failed of any effect. We re- 


mained, therefore, under the ſame circumſtances, till we 
arrived off Bencoolen the 24th of September: at which 


time, before we anchored, having met a boat by accident, 
I took the opportunity of writing from my bed, where 1 
Kill remained very ill of the fever, a letter to Mr. Carter, 
the governor-of that place. I informed him, in as diſtinct 


a manner, as my hurry and weak condition would ad- 
mit, of Capt. Des Plan's pyratical violence; and the 


ſtate ! in which myſelf, my officers, and the ſhip, were, 


in conſequence of his outrageous proceeding: but, 
thinking this was ſufficient, I did not dictate what re- 
medy ſhould be applied. I made no doubt, neverthe- 


leſs, but that, from the effects of my repreſentation of 
facts, ſeveral of Which amounted to pyracy, the go- 


vernor would, of himſelf, have ſent proper. perſons to 1 


have examined i into the truth of my allegations; and, 
on finding them true, immediately iſſued out proper 


warrants for apprehending and ſecuring Capt. Des 


Plans, and thoſe concerned with him in ſeizing the 


veſſel, and _ impriſoning me, the commander. I pre- 


ſumed, likewiſe, that my ſhip and liberty being reſtored 
.to me, Tthould be treated on the ſame footing of con- 
fidence and regard, that others, employed in the Com- 
;Pany's ſervice: in fimilar ſtations, were: and which, I was 
1 conſciois, 1 had in the leaſt degree forfeited. At the

ſame rinke; Capt. Des Plans, alſo; wrote a letter . 
governor and council, with a view to the Juſtification 


of kis conduct: the contents of which letter eines 


the truth of what had been before mentioned, wit 
I ation to the means he had deviſtd to. — 
himſelf,” by charging me with bad uſage of the 
Seapoys: and to the reaſons which had induced 
him to prevent the ſerting to rights the incumbered 
ſtate of the ſhip, or the cleanſing any part of it Ow | 
convenience and health of the people.- 
"His artful defence conſiſted in acknowledgitig/ chit 925 
part of the tranſactions of which evident proofs ap- 
peared; and giving a falſe colour to it, from the pre- 
tences of neceſſity and duty: but he ſuppreſſed every 
circumſtance which made againſt him, that was not 
apparent on the preſent face of affairs. He admitted, 
his having forcibly ſeized the veſſel, and my perſon 
his having taken from me the command his having 
altered the courſe af the voyage and this: having 
compelled” me to act as pilot in this new: deſtination? 
though he concealed the original motives for his con- 
duct, and aſcribed it to his tender care of the Sea- 
poys, whom he aſſerted 1 had ill treated. But this 
charge of ill treatment of the Seapoys was founded, and 
ſupported in his letter, on the moſt abſolute fallities, 
and even ſelf- contradictions: as he imputed intentions 
to me, which had never entered into my mind; and 
attributed conſequences to my proceedings, that were, 
according ta the contents of the letter itſelf,” wholly. | 
the effect of his own acts of violence and expreſs orders. 
It appears manifeſtly from hence; that he formed the 
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Aoi oe n pretence, that he rviekaroube, aa 
had become  neceflary, immediately after the. deſign 
of murdering me in order to carry away the ſhip had. 
miſcarried, through the want of concurrence of Uſab 
the ſubadar, as before mentioned. He, further, pathe- 
-tically exaggerated the long ſufferings of this corps of 
. Seapoys : for which, however true, I was no ways 
reſponſible. Since they had undergone thoſe ſufferings 
before my arrival where they were; and I had; relieved 
them at my own expence; and rendered their condition 
mucſi better from the time I was firſt concerned with 
them, to the very moment he deprived me of all power 
_ of acting. He urged the merits of their ſervice at the 
Manilla in che ſame view of exciting prejudice againſt 
me. He reported, alſo, that the ſnip was ſickly, in a 
deplorable manner, when he ſeized the command. But 
fever from Batavia: and, indeed, very few of the Seapoys 
had been on board more than half a day; and none more 


than three, at that time: hence, conſequently, it was 


impoſſible for them to have contracted any illneſs from 
the want of accommodations. He repreſented; likewiſe, 
that I had not left room in the ſhip for the people, on 
account of filling it with goods at Batavia; and parti- 
cularly ſpecified what he called trading planks. But all 
the goods I had on board were either the Company's 
property, brought from Sooloo as above-mentioned, 
or ſuch others as were freighted on their account. The 
whole cargo, moreover, was not a greater lading than 
was neceſſary to keep the ſhip in ſailing trim. As to 
the boards, they were no other than ſuch as were pre-

it, by his own poſitive orders, would have been ap- 
plied to that purpoſe, as ſoon as the decks were cleared, 
and the lumber ſtowed in the hold.

though ſhe was taken up for other ſervices as well as 
that: and I was not only commander, but an agent

troops on board to me, as commanding officer, till 
the time of his mutiny. The whole letter, indeed; was a 
compoſition of the moſt groſs miſrepreſentations, unjuſt. | 
inſinuations, abſurd pretenſions, and. palpable incon- 
ſiſtencies, that, perhaps, ever met with countenance 
and attention from any board, which ſat with judical 


authority, to tranſact matters of moment. 


Soon after the ſending theſe letters, we came to an 
anchor in the road, when Capt. Des Plans took the ſhip? 8 
boat, and went aſhore: In a ſnort time, the Company's 
boat came, as is cuſtomary, to viſit the ſhip: but not 
bringing me any anſwer from the governor, I thought it 
indiſpenſibly neceſſary, notwithſtanding 1 was ſo ill, to 
take the opportunity of the return of this boat; and go 
on ſhore to proſecute my plaint in-perſon. On my 
landing, I waited immediately on the governor; and 


related, as well as my feeble ſtate would allow, the ſe-

trade, that had not the leaſt relation to it: on which, 
moreover; they made ſome very unfair. remarks; They, 
alſo, cenſured the rate at which I had charged the in⸗ 
tereſt : | becauſe I had made it nine pep cent. and the 
legal intereſt at Madraſs was not more chan eight. But 
the legal intereſt of money is various in different parts 
af India. At Bombay it is nine; and at Bengal ten: 
hence, as what I had diſburſed was not advanced at 
Madraſs, or any place whete the, intereſt had a ſtated 
legal rate; I was certainly on all accounts, intitled to 
make the charge I had done: as it was a medium be- 
twixt the greateſt and leaſt, allowed: by law, in different 
parts of India. But had I rated it even at ien per gent. 
1 ſhould have been manifeſtly juſtifiable: as I had taken 
up the money, raiſed for this voyage, at Bengal, at ten 
per cent.; and was, therefore, moſt clearly intitled to 
receive the ſame. This inſtance of evaſion, on the moſt 
groundleſs ſurmiſes, ſnews the malignant ſpirit, that was 
operating againſt me: which, from the want of real ob- 
jections to my accounts, and condutt, raiſed ſuch fri- 
volous pretences, to elude the payment of what vas dur 
to me. As to the money advanced for the Company's 
ſervice, to Capt. Des Plans, for which I had produced 
his receit, ack nowledging it to be for their uſe, the 
board were abſolutely ſilent: not being able, with all 
the art they exerted, to find the leaſt ſhadow-of reaſon 
to offer for delaying the payment of that ſum.— The 
woney due to me, in lieu of the ſhare of the .
